| the duties of Justices of the Peace in relation 
| to persons charged with indictable off-nces 
‘clearly points out the only way in which the 
| party accused can be asked to make any 
' statements before the Magistrate respecting 
| the charge. The party is not to be put on 
_oath, and he is to be particularly cautioned 
' that he is not obliged to say anything, but 
| thatewhatever he does say will be taken down 
| in writing and may be given in evidence 
‘ against him upon his trial. It is one of the 
lead ing principles of Britisn law that no per- 
| son accused of crime is to be compelled to 
| criminate himself, nor is he to be subjected 
| more than by his being apprehended and {put 
upon his trial. to the temptation of telling s 
falsehood under oath or otherwise in order to 
shield himself from convict‘on or commitment 
to gaol. I hope never syain to hear of an inv 
stenee of such gross ignorance of the commea- 
est principles of our criminal jurisprudence, of 
_sueh utter disregard of the plain provisions of 
a statute on the part of any Justice of the 
Peace in attendance. 

My pleasure in congratulating you upou s 
light a calendar is not se much because itwill 
‘make your labors as well as those of all of us 

connected with the administration of justice 
| at this assize, very light, but more particular- 
jly beeanse it shows such ap absence of 
‘serious crime in this distriet. At the last 
| assizes here there were only two persons 
| brougbt before the court upon charges of cri- 
| minal offences, | understand that during this 
present year there have been only *hree cases 
| of speedy trials before the County Judge of 
the district, making for practically the period 
of a year prior to the present date only siz 
| persons who have been brought before the 
| courts in this Judiciel District upon charges 
of such a character as could not be dealt with 
by a Justice of the Peace. Such an exhibit 
is one of which we should all be proud. Your 
district is large and populous ; it contains be~ 
| sides this clty some other towns of considera. 
ble importance. You have been passing 
' throug: a period of depression when it is 
| generally expected that poverty will tempt 
many to crime. That crime has been almost 
' entirely wanting speaks well for the character 
‘of the settlers who have been so fortumate as 
to find homes in your magnificent district. 
This being too a district in which no law 
prohibiting the sale of intuxicating liquors is 
enforced. Such a showing can afford little 
avsistance to those Who would extract from 
our criminal records an argument for infring- 
ing upon the hberty o: the subject by sump- 
tuary legislation. Of course there may be 
charges laid befere you against parties not as 
yet committed to your gaol. If so, amdif you 
feel the necessity for any instructions from 
the court to gnard you they will be given to 
yoa at any time when you may express the 
desire for them. All I need say to you is that 
| your sole duty is to examine such witnesses 
as may be brought before you by ihese pros: 
cuting the charge. Yeu are not to assume 
why theguilt or innocense of the accused 
‘but only to determine whether there is reason- 
able ground upon the evidence thus offered 
| for putting the party upon lis trial. A jury 
of twelve of his peers will have then upon all 
the evidence submitted against and for him 
‘to pronounce upon his guilt or innocence. 
Your duty is also to examine the gaol to see 
that none are there confined except by lawful 
| authority, to have them who are not confined 
under lawful sentence of impnsonment after 
orngeaseos by a court, to be broaght before 
this court that it may be ascertained whether 
there is any lawful ground for their being «‘e- 
tained. The periodical sittings of Courts of 
general gaol delivery, and the visiting of the 
‘ gaole by grand jurors for this purpose are 
‘among the ssfeguards or the liberty ef the 
subject established under the British consti. 
tution. 

You should also examine inte the condition 
of the gaol and the court house and reportany 
matter that requires remed;, and make anv 

| suggestions that such matters or tue affairs 
of the Judicial District may appear to require. 
So far a4 | can judge from the excellent ap- 
| pearance of you court house this portion als: 
of your Iibors will be execredingly light. 
Again expressing my pleasure that they wil 
be so in all respects, I leawe you to their per- 
formance.
